5. At the morning meeting expressed myself as somewhat concerned 
over the possibility that Mao, in view of his increase in prestige resulting 
from the death of Stalin, might engage in adventures in Southeast Asia. We 
were keeping very close watch on developments in Burma.

7. During the day there was a report that a British plane had been 
shot down in Germany and the White House and DCI were notified immediately.
